The removal of J. Russell Jones 


from the collectorship of Chicago, 
far from being a violation of the Tet- 
ter of the President's policy in the 
matter of civil service reform, is 
claimed by the fnends of the admin- 
istration to be in fall harmonv with 
the spirit of that policy and a fur- 
therance of the principals laid down 
in the President's several utterances 
on the subject. During the relaxa- 
tion of discipline in the government 
service which followed upon the re- 
peated successes of the Republican 
party at the polls, political rings 
sprang up in the larger cities and 
grasped the reins of power and con- 
trolled the federal patronage in those 
cities. In New York the organiza- 
tion took the shape of the custom 
house ring; in Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and elsewhere similar organiza- 
tions existed until broken op by the 
introduction of a new system of 
things. 
The ring of this kind in 


Chicago was known as the Galena 
ring, and J. Russell Jones is charged 
with having been one of the leaders 
of it. 
Accusation upon accusation 


was made against him, until the Pres- 
ident was compelled, out of defer- 
ence to public sentiment in Chicago 
and a regard for consistency with his 
pledges of reform, to make a change. 
Mr. Jones makes a very plausible* 
case in his interview with the Herald 
correspondent, but the public are 
not in possession of the side of the 
case which prompted the President 
to remove him. It stands to reason, 
that the President, with the neces- 
sity of circumspection pressing him 
now never so closely, should act dis- 
cretely in suoa a matter as the re- 
mo Til of so prominent a public offi- 
cial as the collector of Chicago, and 
this would be an answer for the 
present to the plea whioh Mr. Jones 
makes adversely to tendering his 
resignation. But the fact was made 
evident to the President that Mr. 
Jones, asserting himself as a local 
political power in Chicago, was 
using his position to prevent the 
progress of civil service reform. It 
is on these grounds the friends of 
the administration say his removal 
was ordered.

flection of Mars to fall upon it, yon 
will lee tbe planet and its two moons 
very distinctly. These moons spar- 
kle like diamonds, and are so vivid 
that none can question their presence 
and identity in the least. Apply this 
test to the planet Venus, and behold 
two mocns, similar to those accom- 
panying Mars, are visible. It may 
striki yon aa silly to think that a 
looking glass will reveal facts undis 
covered by astronomers with the best 
teleaiopes, but I am merely assert- 
ing what I have seen and what yon 
can tee tit yonr convenience. Ten as 
sets very soon after sundown, bnt not 
so soon but what you can get a good 
view of her before she sinkit behind 
the weotern horizon. The experi- 
ment costs nothing, and I itm sure 
will result in the discovery that Ve- 
nus is as well off as Mars in moons, 
I might add that Jupiter's tuttellitea 
are also visible by tbe application 
of tbe looking glsas. The philoso- 
phy of this domestic telescope I am 
at a loss to explain, bnt I know it to 
be a fact that it reveals starn unseen 
to the unassisted eye. I therefore 
lay claim to being the discoverer of 
the fact that Venns has two moons.
